Hunting For Murtlerer. 

Owensboro, Ky .June 2. — Though 
the officers of two States, Indiana 
and Kentucky, have i>een scouring 
Spancer and adjoining counties in 
Indiana tor the murderer of Officer 
J. C. Dawson, of Owensboro, who 
was shot and InaUntly killed about 
» o'clock Saturday night, no trace 
/^o( him has been found. 

Posses were formed about mid- 
night and they have been working 
all tOHlay, the officers and apeclal 
daputlea being Joined by acoraa of 
people from both aldea of the river. 
The Instructions that were laaned to 
•11 of the officers were that tbajr 
were to shoot on sight. 

Descriptions of the murderer 
were sent to all of the cities and 
towna within a radlna of 100 milea. 
and the detective department of 
Evansvllle. thirty mIlea from the 
noene of llie shooting, stationed 
men on ail of tlie traction and rail- 
road lines, it is lielievcd that every 
<f< possible means of escape is being 
watched and that the man's where- 
abottta will be discovered within a 
few hourat 

It waa learned early tbia morning 
that Blackburn, the man who did 
llie siiiHithiK, is also known as Mc- 
.Nainara. and that he had said that 
he was h cousin of the notorious 
McNaniaras of dynamiting fame.

A practical and progressive Ken- 
tucky farmer writes aa follows in a 
farm Journal. The farm on which 
I now live haa been owned by the 
family over one hundred years, and 
while most of it Is yet fairly fertile, 
some of the upland fields are show- 
ing llic bald spots and wrinkles of 
age, and to make the whole farm 
better and more productive is my 
aim. First, we save all the forage 
grown on farm and feed to stock of 
all kinda and return to the land all 
refuse from stock barns. Have 
spread '0 loads of manure and ex- 
|)ect to have at least 50 more to 
spread before corn planting time. 
Want to sow 40 or 50 acres to cow 
peas and soy beans, have 80 acres 
in rye, some to turn under greon 
and part to cut for grain. A Hve- 
acre field near one of our stock 
barns 111 years ago was grown up 
in Hiimaib, sassafras and iiei-dm- 
nion bushes and was badlv washed 
and was not ( (insiiliTcd wonli clear- 
ing, but we had faith in a proper 
rotation and manuring and put It In 
corn the ttrst year and got ten 
bushels per acre. Followed with 
wheat, then cow peas, next rye. 

Last croji of peas so rank we could 
biinlly run a mower throuuli them; 
now In rye to put in corn the com- 
ing season and we want to crowd 
the 100 bushel mark. Deep plow- 
ing, earefnl cultivation, sowing rye. 
cow peas or soy beans and varlova 
clovers to be fed to food live stock, 
and manure put back on the land, 
puts a smile on the face of the old 
Held that will not easily wear off. 



tobacco has been a curse to this 
section, as many land owners and 
tenants grow tobacco almost exclu- 
sively, but some of our best farmers 
are practicing diverslfled farming, 
as they realize that the land will 
not always yield bumper erops of 
any OM tbiag. Grow psM U4 eth- 
er forago erops ia suaoior aad rye 
or crimson clover in fall and "Irin- 
ter. and keep plenty of live stock, 
apply the refuse to land, read good 
agricultural papers and rest assur- 
ed that "ssed Urn* ud kamst will 
not fall."

Fortunately for the world, a 
greater than Tilly had come, and 
the future of humanity was secure. 
The hopes of the ages were not to 
be blotted out. The mind of the 
race waa not to be throttled and d»> 
graded. Liberty was to live, and 
grow, and flourish until ahe should 
bless all men's lives with her gold- 
en fruit. 

It was In September, I6:il, that 
Tilly and his im|)erial forces were 
beaten at Breitenfeld, and the fol- 
lowing spring — April, 1681 — th* 
great captain was mortally wound* 
ltd while fleaing bofOro Oustavua 
and his Swedss at the batUe ot the 
Lech. 

Tilly's death was no loss to the 
human race.

The House, un- 
der the leadership of Mr. Johnson 
stands pat on the measure as origi- 
nally passed by the House of Rep- 
ronen.tatlves. 

'I'tiere is n<i more thankless ia~k 
than that imposed upon a public 
man who undertakes to bring pub- 
lic appropriations within reasona- 
iile limits. "The absent are always 
wrong," la a French maxim, and the 
taxiiavor Is always absent. The 
loMivist and the promoter, the man 
uiil. an interest in the appropria- 
nnii bill. Is usually present. 

And yet. this work is atisolutely 
essential to the success of democra- 
cy. It Is said, and It is true, that 
democraey la the moat costly form 
ot government. The people must 
pay for the privilege of governing 
themselves. 

But they should see to It that 
they are not misgoverned; that 
their money, earned by the sweat of 
tbeir face, Is not \<.agted by genial 
gantlemen or by public-spirited pro- 
moters of real eatate deala. ar- 
ttaitic davalopmenta and educa- 
ttamal fol da rola. — [Loulavllle Poat.

We have had several Inquirlea 

lately In regard to the public drink- 
ing cup law jia'^sed hv the jeicnt 
session of the Kentucky Legisla- 
ture, and for (he cnliKliteiiinent of 
the public, we procured a copy of 
the Act, which ia reproduced below. 
It waa approved March 13, I91|, 
and will become a law and go Into 
effect on June 12, 1912, ninety 
days after the adjournment of the 
I^egislature. Tlie law is as fcdlows: 
A.\ ATT piohiliititiK the use of 
public drinking cups. 
He it enacted by the Cieneral As- 
sembly of the Commonwealth of 
Kentucky: 

I 1. The use of the common 
drinking cup on railroad trains, 

and In railroad stations, public ho- 
tels, lioardiiK houses, restaurants, 
or steninboats, in stf)re8, or other 
piiblii ly freinienied places in Ken- 
tucky, is hereby prohibited. No 
person or corporation In charge of 
the aforesaid places, and no person 
or corporation s^all permit on said 
iall-o-;rl fiMln, If railroad stations.

The swine industry in Kentucky 
deserves much more attention than 
It now receives. Not onl.v should 
the nutilbiT CI*' .iiiiinals inoiluccd 
annuall.v lie incrta.st'd. hut hIho the 
bret.'iliim iiiul t'ct'liiiiK should re- 
celve more careful attention. 

To begin with, we cannot afford 
to raise any but the best hogs. By 
this we do not mean any particu- 
lar breed, but we do mean that the 
animals should belong to some 
i ri im! a t-'ood t;radi' l.< bflter than 
a ixior aiiiiiiai ot ptiic breeding, 
but the avcrauc imrc bred Is infi- 
nitely better than the average 
grade, to say nothing of the scrub, 
in tFo Itn-important particulars is 
the pure bred animal superior; 
first, more economical gains are se- 
cured for the feed consumed, and 
liccoiid. whiii the animal is nady 
for market it will demand the top 
price, whereas the scrub will prob- 
ably sell 60 cents lower. 
I Soma feedara advocate eroas 
breeding of hogs, holding that the 
croaa bred animals make better 
feeders. Even if »o grant this to 
4)e true, the same ficdcr will admit 
that the iccoiid itos» Is very 
poor. Then In order to keep stock- 
ed with animato ot tb« flrst cross, 
we must be continually depandeni 
upon the pure breeders for fresh 
stock of thi' two brii'ds concerned, 
alwa.vs pa.vliiK fam y prices. 

One of the best fiatuics of any 
kind of stock farming Is that it 
ntlmulatet otbyr faiim acCTvitiol. 
The feet^ ahottld naarty all ba pro- 
dace4 bn the farm. One important 
principle In feeding will be men- 
tioned here. The younR, growing 
animal requires a ration much dif- 
ferent from that of the mature an- 
imal. The most important period 
of a pig's life is the time between 
weaning and hia attaintag 140 
pounds weight. The growing ani- 
mal requires much protein and ash 
to produce muscle and bnne respec- 
tively, the puriiose heinp to grow a 
frame upon whirh Bnl)sei|uently to 
lay a pad of fat. To meet the re- 
quirements of gro\vth, snitabiB food 
must be provided. The cheapest 
gains can no doubt be made by pro- 
viding alfalfa or clover pasture and 
giving n supplomentary com ration. 
In this case the alfalfa provides the 
preatpst pan <>f the protein and 
ash. 'I'he piolitalile feeding of pigs 
in winter is somewliat more dlfll- 
cult than In summer. In the win- 
ter season, in this latitude, the lack 
of alfalfa pasture can be largely 
atoned for by young rye. This 
should be sown heavily, about four 
bushels per acre, drilling both 
ways. 

Bkim milk i^^ one of the best 
known supplements for corn In 
feeding yount; swine, and 
do ourselves no harm by making an 
effort to produce more skim milk, 
for the dairy industry is highly 
profitable. Soy beans and corn. In 
the pro|)ortlon of about one to six, 
make an eMellent ration for young 
piKS. and the soy beans should by 
all means be grown on the home 
farm, for we thereby serve the 
double pnrposs of improving the 
soil b)r growing tha lagnna and we 
provide one ot tha boat poaaiblo pig 
feeds. High grade digester tank- 
age one part, and corn nine parts, 
is a good ration. For finishing the 
mature animal, probably corn alone 
Is best for all practical purposes. 

By proper breeding and feeding 
wo can obtain rapid galas and ear- 
ly aatwlty, tkai«^ 
of gaiag asd dugar. Irav
